Senate reduces funds 
for strategic roads 


A defense road bill reduced by $125,- 
000,000 from the version vetoed by the 
President was passed by the Senate last 
week.

First projects approved

First projects to be undertaken under 
the $150.000,000 defense public works 
program were approved by the Presi- 
dent this week.

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Lake Mead spills at Boulder Dam for first time 


Early on the morning of Aug. 6, Lake Mead, 
the 115-mile long reservoir back of Boulder 
Dam, took its first spill after filling for 62 
years. The cascade of water was carried 
through the tunnels around the dam and 
emptied into the Colorado River below. For 
months the water had been lapping the edge 
of the spillway, af which level Lake Mead 
held nearly 31,000,000 acre-ft. of water. 

To spill the water the four gates on the 


Arizona side, each 100 #t. long, were lowered 
permitting a discharge of 15,000 cu. ff. per 
second. The volume of water released was 
sufficient to test thoroughly the concrete spill- 
way. For generating power, the discharge will 
total about 25,000 cu. ft. per second. 

It is understood that releases will be con- 
tinwed until April of next year in order to 
lower the water in the reservoir for flood con- 
trol in 1942.

Relief is granted fo few large jobs by project ratings as OPM seeks 
control of priorities for this work 


Government allocation among house- 
builders of the increasingly scarce sup- 
ply of building materials has been held 
up for nearly two months since the ne- 


cessity of housing priorities was first 


announced by Housing Coordinator Pal- 
mer (ENR, July 3, 1941, p. 2). Reason 
for the delay appears to be partly sheer 
lack of staff to handle the job and partly 
dissension among defense agencies. Gen- 


erally agreed upon is the principle that 
low-cost ($5,000-6,000) houses in de- 
fense areas should be given preference 
in materials to the exclusion of higher 
priced and otherwise located houses. But 
the precise machinery for handling this 
is in dispute. This plan was evolved in 
the office of the housing coordinator, but 
OPM considers that priority matters are 
entirely up to it.

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vided for assignment of ratings by local 
representatives of his office, but the prior- 
ity-granting power, for anything except 
munitions orders, has been rigidly re- 
stricted to OPM. 

Meanwhile, rapidly as OPM’s staff is 
being expanded, it is hardly equipped 
to handle the flood of paperwork that 
would follow introduction of a housing 
priority system.

Pending the working out of a definite 
system, relief is being granted to a few 
large housebuilders through the recently 
introduced project ratings (ENR, July 
31, 1941, p. 140). These attach an ap- 
propriate rating to all purchases of crit- 
ical list items for a particular defense 
construction project. This use of the 
project rating represents something of 
a departure from the original intention 
to restrict it to direct defense projects 
such as airbase and munitions plants. 

Without doubt, some form of housing 
priority plan will emerge eventually, 
but whether it will be within a period 
of days or months is impossible to pre- 
dict. 


Pier cofferdam collapses 
at New London Bridge 


One of the large cofferdams for the 
new highway bridge over the Thames 
River at New London, Conn., collapsed 
on August 12 while bracing was being 
put in place. One workman was killed 
and several injured. 

Piers for the high-level highway bridge 
over the deep tidal estuary of the Thames 
River are being built upstream from the 
existing railway and highway bridges. 
The cofferdam in question was about 
45x85 ft. in plan, and was built of steel 
sheetpiles sunk in about 40 ft. of water. 
Steel bearing piles to carry the pier had 
been driven within the cofferdam to 
rock at a depth of from 135 to 155 ft. 
below low water level, the bottom of 
the cofferdam had been sealed with a 
21-ft. thickness of tremie concrete, the 
water level within the cofferdam had 
been lowered about 20 ft. and a steel 
bracing frame had been installed at this 
level. Two timber frames had also been 
installed at higher levels. Collapse was 
probably due to the failure of the steel 
frame which buckled upwards carrying 
away the wooden frames. 

The bridge is being built by the Con- 
necticut State Highway Department. The 
contractor is the A. I. Savin Construc- 
tion Co., East Hartford. 

Work on the bridge will not be delayed 
appreciably by the accident.

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Building steam-electric plants to 


run on refinery by-products 


Three steam-electric generating sta- 
ions are being built on upper tidal 
waters of San Francisco Bay to supple- 
ment the power production system of 
the Pacific Gas and Electric Co. at three 
i] refineries where there is need for 
team as well as for electrical energy and 
here several fuels are available as by- 
products of the oil refinery processes. 
This combination makes for some un- 
usual power station features. The three 
plants are at refineries of the Associated 
(il Co. (Avon), Shell Oil Co. (Martinez) 
and Union Oil Co. (Oleum). All are 
similar in capacity and general ar- 
rangement, although design had to be 
adapted to the foundation conditions. 
In each plant there are three boilers 
leach rated at 200,000 lb. of steam per 
hour (1,525 lb. per square inch at 950 
deg. F.). The single 3,600-rpm._tur- 
bine at each plant consists of a high- and 
ow-pressure unit on one shaft able to LS rT 
develop more than 50,000 kw. The gen- 
erator is a 40,000-kw. (0.8 power factor), A panel of the furnace water-wall is raised to vertical position. Tubes are assembled in panels 
3.600-rpm. hydrogen-cooled unit. on the ground and refractory material is packed between them to make a tight wall. 
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Three stacks are used at each plant, 
made with butt-welded steel with a 4-in. 
lining of shotcrete. Test courses of non- 
corrosive steel were inserted in two 
stacks at each plant. At two of the 
plants the stack height is 200 ft. and 
at the third 250 ft. 

The structure around the group of 
three boilers consists of heavy structural 
steel shapes supporting the boilers them- 
selves, the steam drum and a_ heavy 
piping system above the tops of the 
boilers. The structure is designed for a 
horizontal force of 0.2 g. The sides of 
the steel structure are not housed in 
but a canopy roof protects the equip- 
ment on top of the boilers. 

Fuels will be natural gas, oil, sludge 
(from the end of the oil refining cycle), 
pitch (from the end of the gasoline 
cracking cycle) and probably petroleum 
coke. The accompanying illustrations 
are al] from the Avor. plant.

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Tacoma Bridge Authority 
settles insurance case 
The Washington State Toll Bridge 


Authority last week accepted an insur- 
ones settlement of $4,000,000 for damage 
to the Tacoma Narrows suspension 
pridge. which collapsed Nov. 7 last year. 
The settlement was advanced by 23 
underwriters. | Governor Arthur B. 
Langlie points out that the agreement 
also includes salvage rights valued at 
$250,000, and full use of the remaining 
portions of the damaged structure, which 
are estimated at an additional $3,000,000. 

The agreement apparently ends the 
litigation which began shortly after the 
bridge collapsed. The underwriters 
originally offered $1,800,000, but the 
state countered with a suit in Pierce 
County Superior Court demanding 
$5,200,000. The board of engineers that 
was appointed to act for the authority, 
including L. J. Sverdrup. Francis Don- 
aldson and Russell G. Cone, unanimously 
recommended acceptance of the under- 
writers’ offer. The engineer board 
pointed out that the piers, listed specific- 
ally as comparatively undamaged, tow- 
ers and anchorages could be used in re- 
building. Cost of replacing the dam- 
aged structure had been estimated earlier 
this year by the board at $4,300,000. 
Charles E. Andrew, consulting engineer 
for the authority, also recommended ac- 
ceptance of the underwriters’ offer. 

State engineers of Washington have 
announced that reconstruction of the 
crossing has been given favorable prior- 
ity as a national defense link with the 
Puget Sound Navy Yard at Bremerton. 


Contractors get part of 
Colorado road oiling 


The long fight between Colorado State 
Highway Engineer Charles D. Vail and 
the Federal Bureau of Roads over the 
practice of oiling federal-aid roads with 
state forces was broken Aug. 8 with 
the award of two contracts for oiling. 
Federal officials insisted at least 50 
percent of the oiling be done by con- 
tract; Vail has persisted in using state 
forces as “more efficient and cheaper.” 

The two contracts let include 20.6 
miles of oiling on U.S. Route 6 over Vail 
Pass north of Leadville, awarded to 
Larson Const. Co., Denver, for $57,325 
against an engineer's estimate of $50,102. 
The other contract, amounting to $31.- 
307, was let to Edward Selander, Denver, 
for 8.5 miles of oiling on State Route 
83 near Parker. The estimate on this 
section was $29,430. 

State highway officials announced 
that 75 miles of oiling contracts would 
be let this year, not quite half of the 
current oiling program.

1.C.C. seeks to control 
size and weight of trucks 


Regulation of the size and weight of 
trucks by the federal government was 
recommended to Congress by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission on August 
14. The commission that the 
wide variations and inconsistencies in 
the limitations imposed by the state fre- 
quently result in unreasonable obstruc- 
tions to interstate commerce. It holds 
that these could be removed under a 
system whereby the commission would 
ask the Public Roads Administration and 
the state highway departments to report 
to it concerning complaints as to such 
restrictions, and after hearings, the com- 
mission would set new limitations more 
in harmony with general practice if it 
found that increases would not have a 
detrimental effect on the highways of the 
state concerned. 

The .commission holds that national 
uniformity in size and weight limits is 
impracticable. 

Substantial progress was made during 
the 1941 legislative year in removing 
low limits that proved to be bottlenecks, 
notably in Texas and Tennessee.

A wumBer of items important to con- 
son have recently been added to the 
+ i4< critical list. This indicates that 
these commodities are becoming scarce, 
that ratings will automatically be at- 
tached to Army and Navy orders for 
them, and that contractors with jobs hav- 
ing priority ratings may use the ratings 
in buying these items. Additions to the 
jist include: asbestos roofing, siding, pipe, 
and pipe covering; ditchers; steam en- 
gines of all types; business machines; 
electric motors, including fractional 
horsepower ; rock crushers, rock drills. 
and conveyors; rollers, 7-ton and larger: 
power shovels; and tractors for use in 
construction, 


Use of the recently revised construc- 
tion project priority rating (ENR, Aug. 
14, 1941). has been extended by OPM to 
cover the needs of municipalities building 
essential civilian services. Original in- 
tention in setting up the P-19 project 
ratings was to restrict them to direct 
defense work, but this intention has been 
abandoned. Not only is it being applied 
to such marginal defense work as housing 
(see page 3) but it is now being used 
for admittedly non-defense projects 
which are essential to maintenance of 
community life. In this latter case, 
ratings are granted through the Office 
of Price Administration and Civilian 
Supply. The agency desiring the rating 
applies to Joseph Weiner of OPACS, who 
passes on the application and makes an 
appropriate recommendation to the pri- 
orities division of OPM, where the actual 
rating is issued. First such ratings for 
municipal work were granted this week 
on eight major New York City projects. 
including a $2,650,000 hospital; sewage 
treatment plant in Brooklyn, Jamaica and 
Coney Island; the Brooklyn terminal 
market; and a new enclosed retail mar- 
ket. These projects received a rating of 
B-l. Effect of this rating is to put orders 
for items on the critical list which are 
needed for the projects ahead of other 
civilian orders but behind all defense 
orders. Thus the rating would offer little 
help on items which are really scarce 
such as aluminum or nickel. 


Price ceiling set for 
southern pine lumber 


Southern pine lumber was subjected 
to forma! price control last week at price 
levels about $3 per thousand board feet 
below those currently prevailing. The 
ceilings set by Price Administrator Leon 

enderson become effective Sept. 5, and 
by that time or shortly thereafter similar 


ceilings will be established for Douglas 
fir. Lumber prices have been rising since 
June, according to Henderson, until No. 2 
common reached $30 per thousand, f.o.b. 
mill. The new schedule would cut this to 
$26.50. 

For the present, the ceiling applies 
only to prices at mills or concentration 
yards, but if retail prices get out of line 
they will be controlled. Prices are estab- 
lished for sidings, ceilings, flooring, 
finish, boards, shiplap, fencing dimen- 
sions and small timbers. Large timbers 
are not included. No distinction is made 
between longleaf and shortleaf. Delivered 
prices may not exceed scheduled price 
plus actual transportation charges. 

The schedules are established in great 
detail for various grades. Siding ranges 
from $47 for Grade B bevel to $20 for 4- 
in. drop. Price of 1x6-in. boards, shiplap, 
and fencing, in 14-ft. lengths, is $31 for 
No. 1; $26.50 for No. 2 and $16 to $21 
for No. 3 random lengths. As for dimen- 
sion lumber, 2x4’s are set at $28.50 for 
No. 1; $26 for No. 2; and $18.50 to $20.00 
for No. 3. 


Flood control bill passed; 
President stresses defense 


The flood control authorization bill. 
as signed by the President, has no 
restriction as to the defense nature of 
projects to be undertaken under the 
bill. The President, in a note to Con- 
gress, had asked that a clause be writ- 


ten into the bill postponing until after 
the emergency all the authorized projects 
except those which he might certify as 
important to defense. The Senate com- 
mittee, however, voted not to insert such 
a clause. In signing the bill, the President 
said that he would not submit appro- 
priation requests or approve allocations 
for authorized non-defense projects. 
As passed, the bill followed the ver- 
sion passed by the House (ENR, July 
10, p 63), except that the Senate added 
projects costing $12,322,000. Largest 
was a $7,000,000 increase in the author- 
ized cost of the Red River backwater 
protection works in the lower Mississippi 
project, raising this item to $14,000,000. 


Construction costs high 
on army cantonments 


Construction cost per man on _ the 
nine army camps investigated by the 
special Senate committee was $702.41, 
compared to an original estimate of $320, 
according to Senator Harry S. Truman, 
chairman of the committee. The nine 
camps were: Fort Leonard Wood, Mo.; 
Fort Meade, Md.; Indiantown Gap, Pa.; 
Camp Blanding, Fla.; Camp Stewart, 
Ga.; Camp Hulen, Tex.; Camp Wallace, 
Tex.; Camp Davis. N. C.; and Camp 
Luis Obispo, Calif. The Senate criti- 
cized the War Department for making no 
allowances in its original estimates for 
recreational facilities, sewage treatment 
plants, or roads.

Bureau of Reclamation at Denver, Colo. 
The dam, located on the Colorado River 
five miles north of Granby, Colo., will 
be the third major element of this big 
irrigation and power project to be 
started. Green Mountain Dam, for a 
compensating reservoir on the Blue 
River, and the 13-mile Continental Di- 
vide tunnel are now under way. 

Granby Dam will be about 300 ft. 
high, and will require 3,200,000 cu.yd. 
of rolled fill, 800,000 cu.yd. of rock fill 
in the downstream section and use of 
120,000 cu.yd. of riprap. River diversion 
will be through an 114-ft. diameter out- 
let tunnel 1,000 ft. long. The contractor 
will have 1,140 calendar days for com- 
pletion. The bureau has applied for a 
priority on the project, but none has 
been granted yet. 

Cleve H. Howell, project engineer for 
the Colorado-Big Thompson project will 
be in general charge, under the direction 
of S. O. Harper, chief engineer, and 
Walker R. Young, assistant chief. 


Gerald V. Cruise named to 
New York Power Authority 


Gerald V. Cruise, executive secretary 
and acting chief engineer of the Power 
Authority of the state of New York, has 
been named by Governor Lehman to 
fill the existing vacancy on the board of 
trustees of the authority. Mr. Cruise has 
been on the authority’s staff since 1935. 

Mr. Cruise graduated as a civil engi- 
neer from Manhattan College in 1916, 
and until he entered the Army for serv- 
ice in the World War was with the J. G. 
White Engineering Corp. on steam plant 
construction. Subsequent to the war he 
was construction supervisor on electrical 
installations at the Hell Gate Power Sta- 
tion, New York, for a time, and then 
was for four years an assistant hydraulic 
engineer with the Electric Bond & Share 
Co. Subsequently Mr. Cruise was with 
Stevens and Wood on studies of power 
system economics, during which period 
he prepared a report for the board of 
transportation of the city of New York 
on power supply for the Independent 
Subway System. 

Mr. Cruise was appointed engineering 
consultant to the Power Authority in 
1935, and since 1939 has been acting 
chief engineer and executive secretary. 
In 1939-40 he was a member of the 
engineering board set up in connection 
with the new studies of the St. Lawrence 
seaway and power project, and later 
represented the Power Authority on the 
St. Lawrence Advisory Committee.

Lake Washington Bridge 
tolls exceed year's debt 


Revenue produced by the Lake Wash- 
ington concrete pontoon bridge at Seattle 
will exceed by a comfortable margin the 
full requirements of debt service and 
amortized bond retirement called for dur- 
ing the first full fiscal year of its opera- 
tion, it became apparent last week. 

Full service charges for the year, in- 
cluding interest payments at the rate of 
3 and 344 percent, and retirement of 
$145,000 of bonds, the first to be called, 
will amount to $421,562. Revenue from 
tolls during the first 11 months of oper- 
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ation was nearly $421,562. Tolls during 
August are expected to add an additional 
$59,000. 

Contributing importantly to the ns 
in receipts is new travel created by de 
fense shipyard development across Lakt 
Washington from Seattle. Heaviest travel 
over the bridge occurred during the 4 
month of operation, when sight 
boosted tolls to $60,018. Normal trafic 
aow is approaching and soon may 
ceed that figure, according to the Wash 
ington State Toll Bridge Authority. 

No serious consideration yet has beet 
given to a reduction in tolls. howeve!, 
according to James A. Davis. assistall 
state highway director. 
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Civil engineer heads 
Canadian defense board. 


R. E. Jamieson, professor of civil en- 
gineering and chairman of the depart- 
ment of civil engineering and applied 
mechanics at McGill University, has been 
made director-general of a new Army 
engineering design branch of the Depart- 
ment of Munitions & Supplies of the 
Canadian Government. 

Professor Jamieson will assist a special 
inter-departmental advisory committee on 
Army engineering design. 

A native of Ottawa, Professor Jamieson 
received his bachelor of science degree 
from McGill University in 1913. and saw 
services overseas in the World war as a 
lieutenant in the Canadian Siege Artillery 
from 1916 to 1918. After the war he took 
a post-graduate course in engineering at 
McGill University and obtained his Mas- 
ter’s degree in 1920. On completion of his 
studies he joined the engineering faculty 
at McGill and has since held a teaching 
chair in that department. In 1931 he was 
appointed William Scott Professor of 
Civil Engineering and chairman of the 
department. 


Bid rejections increase 
on defense housing work 


The growing number of uncertain fac- 
tors affecting housing construction has 
boosted bids on defense housing work to 
such an extent that the Federal Works 
Agency is finding it necessary to reject 
bids much more frequently to stay 
within the $3,000 limit for frame con- 
struction and the $3,500 limit for brick 
or masonry, as required by the Lanham 
Act. 

USHA also has had more bid rejec- 
tions during the past sixty days than 
during the previous three years, al- 
though the number is still small, accord- 
ing to A. C. Shire, director of the tech- 
nical section. In contrast, Allen W. 
Stevens, formerly with the PBA and 
now working with a small special group 
known as Construction Division of Pre- 
fabricated and Demountable Housing, 
reports that by careful selection of firms 
and by negotiating contracts it has not 
been necessary to seek new bidders on 
any of his jobs. Mr. Stevens does point 
out, however, that the contractor on a 
California project of over 1,000 units 
found that shortage of materials and in- 
creases in other factors have increased 
the cost of that project by $162 per unit. 
PBA has used negotiated contracts un- 
til recently, but when it started taking 
bids about a third of them proved too 
high. 

On the permanent defense housing 
projects being carried out by FWA’s Di- 
vision of Defense Housing, it had been 
necessary as of Aug. 6.to reject bids 
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Washington building to provide 4,000,000 sq.ft. of space 


What is believed to be the largest office 
building known, providing 4,000,000 sq.ft. of 
space, is to be built by the War Department 
under a $35,000,000 appropriation, which has 
been approved by the lower branch of Con- 
gress. The proposed site for the new structure 
will be in Arlington County, Va. across the 
Potomac from Washington. Authorization of 
funds for construction of the new building was 
inserted in the supplemental defense bill 
passed by the House and now being studied 
by the Senate Appropriations Committee. 

The illustration above shows a design study 
for the new structure. It is intended to start 
construction within two weeks after the money 
becomes available, awarding a cost-plus-fixed- 
fee contract. Final designs will be made as 
the work progresses. Responsibility for design 
of the structure is in the hands of the archi- 
tectural section of the construction division 
of the Quartermaster Corps, a section headed 
by George E. Bergstrom, immediate past 


president of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects. 

The new building is to be a three-story 
structure of reinforced concrete construction, 
probably faced with brick. I# will use escala- 
tors instead of elevators, will be air-condi- 
tioned and will have taxi and bus terminals 
in the basement. Initially the building will 
house 30,000 people, but can be expanded to 
40,000. 

General Brehon D. Somervell, head of the 
construction division of the Quartermaster 
Corps, expects to have the first half million 
square feet of space ready fo use within 
six months and the entire building complete 
within a year. 

First unit of a new building intended to 
house the War Department is just now being 
completed in the District of Columbia by 
the Public Buildings Administration. It is 
understood thot this building will be turned 
over fo the Navy. 
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for nine out of twelve jobs in Connecti- 
cut and two out of eleven in Pennsyl- 
vania. These twenty-three jobs form the 
major part of that department’s perma- 
nent construction. However, by second 
openings and elimination of certain parts 
of the work it has been possible to get 
bids within the cost range desired, as 
shown by the accompanying table. 
The two major reasons for higher bids 
and more rejections have been (1) un-
